Cincinnati has called out its Minute 
Men for the second time in two years 
to wage wars against the starlings with 
shotguns. “We are not out to eliminate 
the starling.”” the Commander-in-Chief 
declared. “Our only objective is to ex- 
terminate fhe nuisance.” The goal is 
commendable, and we're beginning to 
think the shotgun approach is the only 
wavy to rid cities of the starling nuisance 

And a nuisance they are. Too fre- 
quently, the starling’s contribution. to 
municipal dirt is overlooked in the sour 
humor of a situation in which flocks of 
ugiy alien birds appear to be taking 
over a downtown business community. 
Starlings aren't funny to building own- 
ers. slorekeepers or the thousands who- 
must run the starling gauntlet nightly.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 7 
(AP)—A plan to unite the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United 
States and the United Pres- 
byterian Church of North Amer- 
ica was announced yesterday by 
a joint drafting committee. 

The new church would be 
called the United Presbyterian 
Church in the United States. 

The announcement was made 
by Dr. Ralph W. Lloyd of Mary- 
ville, Tenn., and Dr. Robert W. 
Gibson of Monmouth, lll., fol- 
lowing a two-day meeting. They 
said they didn’t know until yes- 
terday that revisions could be 
made in time for submission to 
the general assemblies of the 
two churches in 1956.

The vear 1958 will mark the, 
ceitennial anniversary of the 
founding of the United Presby- | 
terian Church of North Ameri- 
ca by the merging of the Asso- 
ciate and Associated Reformed 
Churches in Pittsburgh in 1858. 

If the merger is approved, the 
new church will consist of ap- 
proximately 3,000,000 members 
with more than 9000 congrega- 
tions and 10,000 ordained min- 
isters.

At the same time, however,

seriously aware of our respon- 
sibilities not to flinch from un- 
covering the activities of sub- 
versive elements just because 
those efforts involved attempt- 
ed penetration of information 
and the formation of opinions.” 

The most prominent of yes- 
terday’s witnesses was Benjamin 
Fine, education editor of the 
Times. He holds many degrees 
including doctor of philosophy 
in education and master of 
science in journalism. He won 
a Pulitzer prize in 1944 for ar- 
ticles on teaching American 
history in schools and colleges. 

It was evident from the mo- 
ment he was sworn that Fine 
was going to be a co-operative 
witness, in contrast to those 
who preceded him. 

He testified freely that for 
about one year from the fall of 


1935 to 1936 he was a member | 


of the Communist party at 
Teachers College, Columbia | 
University, where he was a 


graduate student. He described | 
himself as having been an “in. | 
active member,’ who did not 
carry out the normal duties as- 
signed to Communists, such as 
taking part in mass meetings 
and demonstrations, picketing 
and selling the Daily Worker, 
the Communist newspaper. 
“Heart Wasn't In It.’ 


Fine said he once was threat- 
ened with expulsion from the 
party for inactivity but dropped 
out shortly thereafter anyway 
because, he said, his “heart 
wasn't in it’ and he realized he 
had made a “tragic mistake.” 
He advised today's students to 
“keep away from anyone who 
talks the Communist line.” 

Fine said that since his one 
year in the party nearly 20 
years ago he had come to realize 
the movement asa “vicious en- 
slavement party.” He called the 
subcommittee's attention to his 
work against Communist activ- 
ities in the field of education 
said he had been re- 
into the party by a 
secretary in the oifice of a man 
he identified es Prof. Clyde 
Powell, who was in charge of 
placement and public relations 
at Teachers Collere. In response 
to questions he identified a Dr 
James Mendenhall, then at the 
college, as a person he knew 
to be a Communist when he 
was a member. He said he did 
not know where Dr 
now is. 

A member of the subcommit- 
tee staff said a Dr. James Men- 
cenhall was named as a Com- 
munist in 1949 by Elizabeth 
Bentley, a self-styled former 
courier for the Communists. 

Admits He Was Red. 


Another witness, Alden Whit- 
man, a copy reader on the 
Times for about four and one- 
half years, testified that he had 
been a Communist party mem- 
ber from 1935 to 1948 and had 
been a member of various cells 
in that period including one at 
the New York Herald Tribune, 
where he was employed trom 
1945 to 1951. He said he also 
belonged to cells in Bridgeport, 
Conn., and Buffalo, N.Y., where 
he was employed on the Buffalo 
Evening News in 1942-43.

OUR YOUNG PEOPLE today are not allowed, generally 
speaking, to learn to work. Our laws forbid it, our schools 
deplore the idea, our whole society is set against children— 
that is adolescents—some of them as mature physically as 
ever they will be and as far advanced as ever 
they will be. They must stay in school, even if they mark 
time until their birthday rolls around to free them 

When that day greatly to the relief of the 
teachers and the pupil, where is he to go?

3-Prong Appliances: In buy- 
ing appliances now, ranging 
from drills to washers, you'll 
find more and more three- 
prong plugs that will not fit 
most electrical outlets. Designed 
to prevent fatal electric shocks 
by proper grounding, they're 
part of gradual changeover 
manufacturers are making to 
get underwriters’ labs approval. 
Adapters to fit three-prong 
plugs to ordinary outlets are 
available but grounding is can- 
celed unless green wire of 
adapter is connected to metal 
box that is grounded through 
metal tubing.

Combine ham, sausage, bread 


crumbs, onion, parsley, apple 
juice, egg, salt, thyme, nutmeg, 
one-half teaspoon mustard and 
one tablespoon brown sugar. 
Mix thoroughly. Shape into six 
loaves and place on rack in 
Shallow baking pan Bake in 


moderate oven (350 degrees) 40 
minutes. 
Glazing Sauce. 

One cup brown. sugar. One 
teaspoon mustard, Three table- 
spoons vinegar. 

Combine ingredients. Heat to 
boiling and cook one minute. 
Pour over ham loaves and yams. 
Continue baking 15 minutes, 
basting occasionally.

ABY SITTING has become

The following 
suggestions are offered to par- 
ents and baby sitter’. 
FOR PARENTS 
List the telephone numbers 
of your doctor, the fire and po-

Before leaving be sure your 
sitter knows her way about the 
house so that she won't become 


confused if the’ baby calls or 
cries out 

Do not leave housework for 
your sitter—she may have to 


neglect the baby to get it done. 

Have magazines and books for 
her use, but caution against 
turning up the radio or TV so 
loud she cannot hear a child 
call or cry. 

Never ask a baby sijter to 
give your child medicine — if 
the baby needs medicine you 
should not leave him. 

Be sure your baby sitter is 
perfectly: healthy and is not 
coming down with a cold. 

Discourage the dropping in of 
friends to keep the sitter com- 
pany 

Tell your sitter the hour you 
expect to return home, and if 
you are delayed call her to ex- 
plain. 

Be sure the baby sitter has a

N stout about the relative 
humidity of the air in a house 
during the cold weather were 
a few heating engineers. 

If the humidity—the amount 
of moisture in the air—is too 
low, it’s not good from the 
health standpoint. If the humid- 
ity is too high, you will get a 
condensation problem — wet 
window glass, damp walls and 
possibly blistering and peeling 
exterior paint. 


About the only way to accu- 
rately measure the relative hu- 
midity of the air is an instru- 
ment called a hygrometer. You 
can get one of these at stores 


to be of much help unless you 
know what the correct amount 
of humidity should be and this 
varies according to the outside 
air temperature 

For example, 
side air is 


when the out- 
above 10 degrees, 
the inside relative humidity 
should be about 40 per cent 
with the inside air temperature 
at 70 degrees. When the out- 
side temperature gets down to 
around zero, the inside humid- 
ity should be about 25 per cent 
and it drops down 5 per cent’ 
from here for every 10-degree 
drop in temperature. 

If you find that the humidity
